MR. DAVIS'S WILL. 

President Davis’s estate will about pay his 
Hebts, and the payment of those debts has 
been provided for in his will.

It has been generally known for years, that 

Ir. Davis had drawn up a will, and had 
laced itin the hands of Hon. J. U. Payne, 
is lifelong friend, for safe keeping. But the 
ontents of the will are unknown, further than 
he instructions to his executors to pay off his 
febts. The will was drawn by Mr. Davis 
several years ago, avd submitted to Colonel 
E. H. Farrar, his legal adviser. Then Mr. 
Davis gave it to Mr. Payne, who placed it in 
his vault. 

Colonel Farrar, however, declines to reveal 
the terms, sayinz: 

‘Tt was drawn up some years ago, and he 
did uot know positively whether it had been 
superseded by one of later date ornot. When 
Mr. Davis drew up this will his estate was un- 


encumbered by debts, henco then the claims 
of hospitality which have been very great 


owing tothe prominent position occupied by 
Mr. Davis, to bad crops and to the overflow 
his plantation, had entailed a 
debt on him of sxbout $45,000. This debt had 


adepressing effect physically and mentally 


on Mf Davis, and contribated greatly to the 
fatal termination of his illness. He did not 
exhibit the tenacious vitality that he had 
shown in the case of former attacks, and the 
strong will power which had hitherto been

‘Mr. Davis, in my opinion,’’ said Mr. Far- 
rar, ‘‘was in all respects one of the most re- 
markable men the world has ever produced. I 
am not speaking now of his historical fame, 
but of those personal characteristics which 
iimpressed all with whom he came in contact.’’ 

Smiling pleasantly, he went on. ‘‘As was 
said of one of the celebrities of English litera- 
ture, no man could meet him casually under 
an umbrella in a shower without discovering 
that he was a great man.”’ 

‘“‘His fund of information,’’ continued Col- 
onel Farrar, ‘fon all subjects, even -the most 
trivial, was surprising in its extent and still 
more surprising in its exactness. As an illus- 


tration of this, he had a conversation, going 


over on the train to Beauvoir one evening,with 
an old professional bunter about hunting dogs,

‘By bad crops, the overflowing of his plan 
tations and by the burden of hospitality. Why 
you have no idea how his hospitality was 
taxed. The Davig mansion was always be- 
sieged by visitors, and every one who came 
was entertained. He never had the heart, 
neither did he have the inclination, to turn 
any one away, and everyone whether stranger 
or friend, northerner or southermer or for- 
oigner, was welcome. Every foreigner who 
came to this country of any note went to 
Beauvoir. The Russian government sent a 
nobleman over here to study cotton growing, 
and as soonas he landed: he said: ‘Where 
is Mr, Davis. There’s where I must go.’ 
Oscar Wilde called, and remained at the man- 
sionseveral days. Excursion trains constantly 
stopped at Beauvoir and put off large crowds. 
This,added to the destruction of crops by over- 
tiow for two or three seasons, hurt Mr. Davis. 
He was extremely anxious to cancel that obli- 
gation, and I sometimes think that it had a 
great deal to do with a despondency which 
Was apparent at times during tho last year or 
two. When he was taken ill this time, he did 
not have the same vitality as always before. 
Time and time again, propositions were made 
to raiseafund for Mr. Davis’s relief, but he 
always most positively declined. Then it was 
that his friends conceived the plan of the Da- 
vis Land company.’”’ 

‘*Tell me of that.’’ ) 

‘Mr. Davis years ago entered nearly six 
thousand acres of land in Arkansas.. Itis on 
the White river, and the most fertile land in 
the country. His friends knew that he had 
a clear title to this property and proposed to 
organize a land company and buy it from him. 
Ile was approached about the matter and said 
that he wuuld sell. Then the gentlomea went 
to work to dispose of the stock, intending to 
give Mr. Davis $100,000 for it.

‘‘He refused constantly. Several years ago 
Mr. Davis and his brother entered a large 
tract of land onthe White river in Arkansas.

THE FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

Throngs of people continue to pour through 
the city hall during this morning, embracing, 
besides the common multitade, numerous 
organizations, schools and societies. Many 
distinguished gentlemen from the south and 
leading cities of all sections were also among 
the visitors. General Stephen D. Lee, of 
Mississippi; ex-Governor Lubbock, of Texas, 
and General P. M. B. Young, cavalry leader 
in the confederacy, paid their respectg. 

The funeral will be the largest demonstra- 
tion ever seen in the south. Every benevo- 
lent organization in the city, militaf¥, schools, 
athletic clubs, commercial bodies, shipmasters, 
the fire department and clergy will be largely 
reprosented.: The route will be about four 
miles long. - The procession will move sharp- 
ly at twelve o’clock and will go up tewn past 
the Lee circle in order that the column may 
bo properly deployed. 

THE FUNERAL CEREMONIES 
will be conducted in front of the city hall by 
Bishops Gallaher, of Louisiana, and Wilmer, 
of Alabama, and five officiating clergymen of 
various denominations—Father Hubert, of the 
Sesuiits; Rev. Mr. Thompson, Mr. Davis, 
rector at Biloxi; Rev. Dr. Markham, of 
LaFayette Presbyterian church, and Kev. 
Messrs. Bakewell and Martin of the Episcopal 
diocese of New Orleans. There will be ten 
surpliced clergymen from the Episcopal church 
and other denominations assisting. A sur- 
pliced choir of thirty-six, accompanied by an 
organ, will sing the anthem, ‘Though I Walk 
Through the Valley of the Shadow cf Death.”’ 

At the grave tho ceremonies will ibe con- 
ducted by Bishops Gallaher and Hugh Miller 
Thompson, of Mississippi. Minute guns will 
be fired at the head of Canal street and at 
Claiborne and Canal all day, and at the grave 
there will be proper gun and bugle calls as be- 
comes a military funeral. 

Visiting military organizations will come 
from Mississippi, Alabamaas 
parishes of Louisiana. 

FLORAL TRIBUTES 
from different sections of the south 
were received today and the mortuary 
chamber ia filled to overflowing with beautiful 
designs. A caisson is being prepared and will 
be suitably draped. Itis loaned by the state 
and the route’has been so arranged that the 
funeral car will have a smooth passage along 
the streets. The religious ceremonies are to 
be very brief and will not occupy more than a 
few minutes at the hall. Three divisions will 
march out to the cemetery, the remainder will 
take the funeral cars at Claiborne street. 
Governor Buckner, of Kentucky, is among 
the arrivals this morning. 
SKVENTY THOUSAND PEOPLE IN I” 

It is estimated that nearly seventy 
people passed though the city hall Gj 
ing the remains of President Davis.@ 
hundreds were turned away. 
hall doors were closed tonight at ten o’clock, 
the sidewalks up and down St. Charles street 
from the granite building were 
thronged with men, women and 
children clamoring for a. glance at 
the statesman and soldier, who is to be laid 
away tomorrow. In the morning the doors 
will be thrown open. For one hour, 10 to il, 
the face of Mr. Davis will be exposed to the 
view of those who love him tenderly. Then 
the plate will be placed over the glass, and 
the face of the dead president will be shut out 
from view forever. 

Refore 10 o’clock in the morning the gov- 
ernors, state offices and other prominent visi 
tors will be given an opportunity to take a 
last look at the hero they followed through 
the great revolution of the 60's. 

It is a pity this could not have been done 
yesterday. 

This morning the face showed a decided 
change from what it was yesterday. Nearly 
all the good color upon it had disappeared and 
about the nose and cheeks there was a dark, 
dingy hue of death. This, however, was not 
observable to any but the careful obseryers. 
Otherwiss the y looked unchanged. During 
last night a florist went into the mortuary 
room and severed the flowers which began to 
droop.

FRESH BOQUETS AND GARLANDS WERE 
brought in, and the room looks lovely, prettier 
today than ever before. Much the same 
scenes as those I have heretofore described 
were presented today. Two streams of never 
halting, constantly moving people went in and 
out the building, one stream passing upon one 
side of the coffin and one upon the other side. 
School children were out in great numbers 
during the day. Many of the schools came to 
the city hall in a body, andin many instances 
each pupil carried a rose ora bunch of roses, 
which were added to the collection.

The conversation was upon the 
dead hero, and was .interestisg and 
soothing to Mrs. Davis. Before it had gone 
far. Mra.Davis requested both gentlemen to act 
as pall bearers, and thus it happens that Geor- 
gia will have twoof her citizens honored and 
envied by those who cannot be equally fortun- 
ate.

Naval affairs, epidemic dis- 
eases, Indian depredations, Dixon,of Rhode Isla nd 
Postoflices and post roads, patents, jrevolutionary,. 
claims, additional accommodations for library. 
Moody, of South Dakota, Indian depredations 
(chairman); mines and mining, pensions, immi- 
gration. Squire, of Washington, coast defences, 
public buildings and grouncs, immigration, fish- 
eries, Pierce, of North Dakota, territories, pen- 
sion, census, civil service and retrenchment. Allen, 
of Washington, public lands, claims, woman suf- 
frage, Indian depredationus.

woman suffrage. hen the following resignations 
were secured: Morrill, from the census committee: 
Manderson, from civilsvrvice and retrenchment; 
Hoar, from claims; Frye, from organization, con- 
duct aud expeddituresof the executive depart- 
ments; Stockbridge from railroads; Dawes from 
transportation routes to seabord; Al'ison from im- 
migration; Walcott from Indian affairs, and finally 
membership of following committees was in- 
creased as stated, none of more important commit- 
tees being changed: mines and mining, coast de- 
fenses, public buildings and grounds, seven to 
nine; fisheries five to seven; p.stoffices and post 
roads, territories, public lands and pensions nine 
to ten. 

Democratic senators will meet in caucus shortly 
to arrange the minority representation on the 
committees so that they can be reported to the 
senate before adjournment for the holiday recess, 

Senator Morgan, of Alabama, member of the 
committee on foreign relations, was asked to-day 
by an Associated Press reporter the purport of the 
resolution offered by him yesterday. It “instructs 
the committee on foreign relations to inquire and 
report as to the best method of increasing trade 
and commerce between the yoors ‘of the new 
state of Corgo and the people of the United States, 
and asto what impediments, if any exist in our 
diplomatic relations with the iree state of Congo 
and other powers, standing in the way of such 
trade, commerce and intercourse.”’ 

The senator said: “When the convention of the 


twenty-one powers met In Berlin to fx the atatus of 


ee state, the United States did not accept the 
conclusions of the convention, and, thérefore, had 
no political rights in that country. I do not know 
that this has ever been brought tothe aitention of 
Mr. Biaine, but Iam anxious that it should be, and 
that the United States should secure its just politi- 
cal power in Congo.” 

“My reason for desiring this is that it may be able 
to encourage the n of this country, who have 
wealth and ente e, but have not standing, and 
never will have here, to e e in trade in that 
country. Ultimately, I have in view the general 
emigration of negroes from the United States to 
Congo. They came trom that country, and should 
return. Here their civilization is wasted; there it 
might be devoted to the building up of a govern- 
ment and a country that shall be a credit to them.”

Georgia can ish @ great number, 
but her col | should be in a hurry if 
they want g - Right at present, they 
are being given out with great rapidity, 
THE GEORGIA CONGRESSMEN. 

Mr. Carlton has a few important bills 
which he will introduce on Monday next.

PRESIDENT INMAN’S REPORT 


To the Stockholders of the Richmond and 
West Point Terminal. 
RicHMoND, Va., December 10.—The Rich 
mond and West Point Terminal company held 
& meeting here today. New York stéckhold- 
ers were represented by Edward Lauterbach 
and General T, M. Logan. Mr. Lauterbach 
read the annual report of President J. H. In- 

man, which says: 


During the past year your company has materi- 
ally strengthened its position. Attention has been 
specialiy direc ed to unifying the railroad systems 
you control, simplifying the classes of your indebt- 
‘edness and s)curing a better and more harmonious 
management of your properties. It has paid off the 
floating debt incurred in the purchase of the 
Georgia company stock, acquired 7,134 shares 
of stock of the Richmona and Danville 
railroad, taken $3,429.000 worth of bonds of the 
Georgia company and acquired a sufficient number 
of shares of the East Tennesse, Virginia and Gcor- 
gia railway company to give your company practi- 
cally permanent control of that property. 

The president calls attention to the very low 
capitalization of Terminal properties, average 
of bonded debt and the fixed charges, as of 
November 30, 1889, with all leases capitalized 
on a basis of six per cent, is only $19,606 per 
mile, and the average stock capitalization, in-

THE PROGRESS OF HARVESTING. 


The December Cotton Report From the De« 
partment of Agriculture. 

WasHinecron, December 10.—The De- 
cember cotton report of 
agriculture relates to priceson plantations. Corres- 
pondents refer incidenally to the progress of har- 
vesting and the status of the ungathered crop. All 
report late maturity. In the northern belt, early 
frosts arrested the development of bolls and serious- 
ly reduced the harvest. In the largerand more 
goutbern areas, while killing frosts were reported 
in some localities in October, the losses were neither 
severe nur general from that cause. In the moat 
puoductive portion of the belt, killing frosts are 
rarely mentioned as occurring until the last week of 
November. Theseason may, therefore, be consid - 
ered a long one, counterbalancing measurably the 


late development of the plant. The top cro 
-must be considered tairly abundant an 
very general mention is made in lower 


latitudes of the burden of bolis yet unopened, 
which may open with a continuance of weather 
as goodas that of the first week of December. 
The weather for picking bas been comparatively 
faydrable, and the lint is generally bright and 
clean, though not everywhere of full length. 
Prices are a little better than those of last Decem- 
ber. Farm prices average as follows: Virginia 8.3 
cents per pound, North Carolina &5, South Caro- 
lina 8.6; Georgia 8.6, Florida (upland) 85, Alabama 
8.6, Mississippi 8.6, Louisiana 8.7, Texas 8.4, Arkan- 
sas 8.5, Tennessee 8.3, The quality and nearness to 
the markets affect the average slightly. On the 
smali farms the cotton is sometimes saved in the 
seed at relatively lower prices, especially in some 
parts of Florida and Texas. 7

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THREE HUNDRED LONGSHOREMEN 
QUI? WORK. 


A British Ship Captain Hires Non- Union 
Labor io Lead His Vessel, and all the 
Union Men Stop Off From Work. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 10.—[Special. ]— 
All of the union longshoremen went out on a strike 
today. Except on one vessel, the Thalia, not a bale 
of cotton was put aboard a ship under the biuff, 
Three hundred men were out. They got their no- 
tice last night, and did not go to work this morn- 
nz. The trouble is over the ‘loading of the.British 
steamship Thalia, by non-union longshoremen. 

On November 26th a small fire oceurred in the 
cargootthe Thalia. About a thousand-bales were 
discharged, Powers & McGeo were the stevedores. 
They had thé unloading, J.J. Wilder & Co. were 
the ship’s agents. A contract for reloading was 
made with Powers & McGee, but it was broken. 
Then an effort was made to get other stevecores to 
reload the cargo, but none of them would under- 
take it, 

WHAT CAPTAIN SALEY SAYS. 

Saturday Wilder & Co's connection with the ship 
ceased. Captain Saley, master of the Thalia, says: 
@ ‘Being pertectly helpless in this port and my ves- 
sel down two feet by the head, I was compelled to 


| get this cotton reloaded in some way, 1 had been 


told that the stevedores having refused I could se- 
cure outside labor to roll cotton in the held without 
screwing it, without violating the rules of the long= 
shoremen’s union. Accordingly, I west out on the 
street and picked up laborers, white and colored, 
iadiscriminately. I got sixteen men in all,” con« 
tinued the captain, ‘and yesterday began rolling 
the cotton in the hold, During the day some long- 
shoremen got aboard the yessel and ordered three 
men who were in the hold at work 
TO COME OUT AND STOP. 

They obeyed without any delay and went off 
with the lougshoremen. Last night about thirty 
longshoremen gathered on the wharf when knock- 
ing off time came, They waited until the men 
came off the Thalia, and gathering around, told 
them that if they returned to work this morning 
there would be trouble. The non-union men as- 
sured me that they wonld continue at work if guar- 
anteed protection. I accordingly saw the mayor 
aud other authorities and obtained promises that 
police protection would be given. This morning a 
squad of officers were at the wharf when starting 
time came, and after the men began work two 
policemen were placed on the vessel. All of the 
meu came back and brought a half dozen new men 
withthem. The Thalia is about loaded and may 
clear tomorrow when 

THE STRIKE WILL COME TO AN END,”’ 

The hope of the longshoremen was that they 
would persuade the non-union men to quit work, 
It is said tonight that the strikers will go back in 
the morning. They were pertectiy orderly, and 
assured the mayor that there would not be any dis- 
turbance of the peace,

A White Man in Lowndes County Severely 
Beaten. 


VALDosTA, Ga., December 10.—[{Special}.— 
Four negroes, twomen and two women, made a 
determined effort to murder Mr. I. H, Tiliman late 
yesterday evening. Mr, Tillman is a wealthy 
planter some six miles northwest of town, and has 
a number of negroes in his employ. Recently he 
dismissed the four alluded to, and told them to leave 
the piantation,. They did not go, and Mr. Tillman 
went to the house, where they were egain yester- 
day, and ordered them to leave. He went about 
his duties, and while standing watching 
some hands at work, the discharged negroes 
slipped up and attacked him from behind 
with poles, heavy sticks andiron bars, They got 
in several heavy licks, one with an fron rod on the 
right shoulder, disabling his right hand, Mr, Till- 
man got his pistol with his left hand and shot down 
oneof the women, who was advancing witha 
drawn carving knife. The negro hands interfered 
for their master, and the cowardly assailants were 
heaten off. The men escaped, but the women are 
im jail. Mr. Tillman is very painfully. but not 
fatally, injured. This is the second attempt by 
negroes, the otber attempt being made several 
years ago. e

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The Jefferson Davis Monument, 

The Jefferson Davis aonument, to be 
erected in Atlanta, will be but aslight token 
of the love the people of this state feel for 
the memory of their old leader, but it Should 
be the proud duty of every Georgian to as- 
sist in raising this shaft at the capital of 
his state. 

The Jefferson Davis Monument associa- 
fion has already been organized, and the 
result of the first day’s call for subscriptions, 
indicates the willingness of the people to 
respond, which was, of course, expected. 

It is suggested that the excess over the 
amount sought to be raised by the Davis 
Land company shal! be put into a monu- 
ment to the memory of him whose widow 
and child are to be benefitted by this fund. 
This monuinent will probably be erected in 
New Orleans. 

Atlanta owes it to herself to erect in her 
own midst, for, and by the aid of the people 
of Georgia, a monument to Mr. Davis. 
Here in this city, once destroyéd by the 
torch of the invader, and suffering hard- 
ships such as no other southern city suffered 
during the war, she should erect a grand 
monument to the memory of the dead hero, 
emblematic of the love of those Georgians 
who once followed him. 

No man is too poor to give his mite to 
this fund, and it should be the privilege of 
every Atlantian to assist in its raising. 

The Last Tribute to the Dead. 

Today the grave will close over all that is 
mortal of Jefferson Davis. It is an event of 
special significance and solemnity. He was 
the leader of a great hope, the representa- 
tive of a lost cause. Hated, maligned, and 
misunderstood by the people of the north, 
he was loved and venerated by the people of 
the south, and, at last, he came to be the 
embodiment of all that was sacred and sin- 
cere in a-cause for which the best blood of 
this section was shed, There is mourning 
in every hamlet, town and city of the south. 
The rich, the poor—the people of all classes 
—will mourn with those who stand around 
the open grave today. 

The devotion that the south feels for Mr. 
Davis and with which it will. regard his 
memory’may exaggerate his qualities, and 
the prejudice of the north may belittle them; 
but when impartial history comes to deal 
with him he will be recognized as one of the 
most remarkable men that America has pro- 
duced—remarkable in his character as in his 
career. Already the tidings of his death 
have wrung unexpected tributes from lips 
and pens that have been regarded as un- 
friendly, and it may well be believed that, in 
the end, the motives of this man, whose 
whole life has been one of devotion, sacrifice 
and self-denia), will be as fully understood 
and appreciated, as the motives of those 
who chose him as their leader and represen- 
tative. 

After all has been said—after panegyric 
has ceased and prejudice grown cold, Mr. 
Davis will stand prominent among those who 
have stamped the American character on 
history. He was an ardent American, and 
fin him devotion to principles that he con- 
ceived to be right rose to the height of hero- 
iem. The ideas which he represented and 
believed in, and which the south fought for, 
Were more common forty years ago in Mas-— 
gachusetts than in Georgia. At the north 
they were preached with as much defiance 
and impunity as at the south; but it re- 
snained for those who chose Mr. Davis asa 
Jeader to give them a practical direction. 

Mr. Davis lived long enouyh to vindicate 
his own motives and to see those of his peo- 
ple appreciated, and he died at a time when 
the two sections are drawing closer to each 
other, not less through inclinations of fra- 
térnity and good will than through the 
suggestions and relations of commercial and 
industrial unity, | 


New Money Crops For the South, 

Mr. Felix Fremerey, of Yorktown, Texas, 
thas invented a decorticating machine which 
he claims can be successfully employed in 
preparing fiber from any plant that will pro- 
duce it. 

It is natural, under the circumstances, 
that Mr. Fremerey should take an active 
interest in the cultivation of fiber plants and 
have expert knowledge of their relative 
value. Heis of the opinion, after investi- 
gation and experiment, that the most profit- 
able fiber plant is ramie, 

It is a plant, he explains, that needs little 
are or work in its cultivation after the first 


year. Its three or four crops a year yield such 


enormous returns, when climate and soil 
respond to its exigencies, that Mr. Fremerey 
feels some hesitation in putting before the 
public the true figures of its net returns. 
These figures, he declares, are so large that 
they seem to be incredible, and many people 
would regard his testimony as idle bragging.

fiber-producing plant, though really there

Big’ Cetton Bales. 

Last season the cotton crop was larger 
in pounds than that of the preceding year, 
although there were fewer bales sent to 
market. The reason of this, as pointed out 
by the New Orleans Times- Democrat, is be- 
cause there is a steady growth in the aver- 
age weight of the bale. 

At one time it was supposed that the 
average weight of a bale of cotton was 450 
pounds, but it steadily grew to 460, 470 and 
480 pounds. For two or three years the 
growth in weight has nearly reached 500 
pounds; in 1886 the average weight was 
493} pounds; 1888, it was within a fraction 
of 500; and this year the Times-Democrat 
says that it averages 5054 pounds to date, 
though the Financial Chronicle makes the 
average somewhat less. 

Where this growth in weight will end, it 
would be hard to say, but those who have 
given the subject any thought, will agree 
that there ought to be a reform in the size 
of the cotton bale. For years it has been 
too unwieldy, and there is complaint among 
English buyers in regard to the American 
system of packing and baling. They sug- 
gest that the American bales be made 
smaller and more convenient for handling 
and marketing. 

The big bales possibly represent a saving 
of time to the farmers, and the tendency is, 
therefore, to bigger and bigger bales-—a 
tendency which is in great part remedied by 
the superiority of modern compressing 
facilities,

The plauters of Texas are invited to come 
down with the funds and furnish transportation for 
these laborers to their fertile lands, It is pre- 
sumed these laborersgare colored, and that the 
planters of this state would readily assist the pro- 
posed exodus if assured that the imported labor 
could te reliea upon to fulfill contracts, But ex- 

rience suggests ithat it would be quite as prom- 
sing to ship fertile lands from Texas tothe worn 
out hilis of the old north state. The cotton pick- 
ing season in Texas opens usually by the 
abrogation of all ilabor contracts. It 
is the signal for a #£general exodus 
of pickers who regard all contracts off and scatter 
through the country seeking the higher wages that 
competiting planters pay. 

There is really no place in fertile cotton producing 
regions for the cotton- picker as a specialist. Work 
for three months, and politics the remaining nine 
months of the year, make Sambo an undesirable 
citizen. Those parts of Texas in need of farm labo- 
rers may, however, find something to interest them 
in the offer from North Carolina.

The capitol will bea grandly solemn place 
today. 

Early yesterday the drapers began their 
work and before night the interior of the build- 
ing was transformed. 

The great halls at the north and south ends 
of the edifice were completely shrouded in the 
colors of the dead. . 

The hall at the Hunter street end, where the 
services will be held, was decorated with 
special care. Every pillar up tothe roof was 
wrapped in black and white material, with a 
rosette gathering together the ample folds of 
the cloth at the center. Each post 
of the broad marble stairs leading 
down from the first gallery was also covered 
with black, and the railing across the first 
landing was hung with straight breadths of 
black and white. Immediately behind this 
rose a —— device of a half circle held at 
the middle by a rosette, which reached to the 
first floor. 

The speakers will stand immediately above 
this device, and in front of .the great window 
of the state library. The entire effect is awe- 
inspiring, and will no doubt add to the inspi- 
ration of the speakers.

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Here is a recollection of Governor Gordon’s 
first cubernatorial campaign: “It was in 1868,” 
goes the story, as told by Mr. W. G, Richards, super- 
intendent of tho waterworks.

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EX-SECRETARY M’CULLOCH’S FIsiT 
TO HIM, 


Ho Talks of How He Found Mrs. Davis, and 
of the Barbarous Treatment to Which 
He Was Subjected. 


Hugh McCulloch, secretary of tho treasury 
under the administration of Presidents Lin- 
coln, Johnson and Arthur, in his recently pub- 

ished book, ‘‘Men and Measures of Half a 
Nentury,’”’ speaks as follows of his official visit 
to Dayis, while a prisoner at . Fortress 
Monroe : 

The question, ‘What sha!l be done with confed- 
erate leaders?’ was referred to but not discussed at 
Mr. Lincoln’s last meeting with his cabinet. Mr, 
Lincoln merely remarked in his humorous manner. 


“Tama good deal like the Irishman who had ; 


joined a temperence society, but thought that he 
might take a drink now and then if he drank unbe- 
known to himself. A good many people think all 
the big confederates ought to be arrested and tried 
astraitors. Perhaps they ought to be; but I should 
bé right giad if they would get out. of the country 
unbeknown to me.'’ This question came up in the 
ease of Jefferson Davis soon after Mr. Johnson 
became president. Mr. Davis had been captured 
while attempting to escape after the fall of Rich- 
mond, and was a prisonerin close confinement in 
Fortress Monroe. Some action must be taken in 
his case. What should it be? He had been the 
president of the confederacy, and therefore was the 
most conspicuous of the enemies of the government. 
By a large part of the people of the north he was 
regarded as the arocl-traitor, upon whose 
head vengeance should be visited. 
Should he be liberated in the face of the strong 
feoling against him, or should he be arraigned for 


. treason, and if arraigned, shoud he be tried by a 


military commission or a United States court? 
These were interesting and important questions, re- 
quiring the most careful consideration. both fn their 
egal aud political bearipg. 

The lega! question, Has Mr, Dayis been guilty of 
such acts of treason that hecan besuccessfully prose- 
cuted? was submitted to the attorney-general, who, 
afier a thorough examination of it, and consultation 
with some of the ablest lawyers in the country, 
came to the conclusion that Mr. Davis could not be 
convicted of treason by any competent and inde- 
pendent tribunal, and that therefore he ought not 
tobe tried. The conclusion was undoubtedly cor- 
rect. It was a revolution which had been at 
tempted by the southern states—a general uprising 
of the people of the south against the goverument. 
It. wes war in which they had been engaged—war 
of such proportions that beli'gerent rights had been 
accorded them by foreign nations. The samerights 
had been acknowledged by the government in ex- 
changes of the prisoners and other acts. 
They could not.  there/ere, be charged 
with treason, nor cvuld one of their 
number be singled out and legally convicted of the 
orime. Aside from these considerations it was clear 
that whatever treasonable acis Mr. Davis migbt 
have been guilty of, were committed in the south- 
ern siates, where, under the constitution, the ‘trial 
must taxe place, and where conviction would be 
impossible. TLe president was chagrined by the 
decision, Which was forced upon him by the opin- 
ionsof the attorney-general and other eminent 
lawyers. It was the direct opposition to his com- 
mittais in the vindictive speeches which he made 
at tho commencement of his admin- 
istration; but he saw the eorrectness of it 
and from that time he pushed his generosity to 
those wh«:a he had denounoed as traitors to an ex- 
treme. Mr, Davis was only one of many thousands 
who were engaged in war against the government 
His position made him the most conspicuous, but 
he was no more guilty than many others against 
whom no proceedings were contemplated. There 
was noevidence that he was responsible for the 
horrors of Andersonyille, or the general bad treat- 
mentto which union soldiers were subjected in 
southern prisons. He was, however, kept 
in confinement until the spring of 1867, 
when he was brought before the 
United States court at Richmond, on charge of 
treason, and admittedto bail.. He was not tried, 
although he expressed adesire to be, nor was he 
among those who asked to be pardoned. While the 
question was pending, the president sent for me 
one day and said that he would like to have me go 
privately and unofficially to Fortress Monroe and 
ascertain whether or not the reports that had 
reached him about the treatment: of Davis were 
true, ‘He was,’’ said the president, “the head 
devil among the traitors, and he ought to be hung; 
but he should havea fair trial and not be brutally 
treated while a prisoner.’’ A few 
after the request was made [I was 
able tocompiy withit. On my arrival at the Fort~ 
ress, Mr. Davis was walking upon the rampartsac- 
companied by a couple of soldiers. I was giad to 
notice that his gait was erect, his step elastic, and 
when he came up whcre I was standing that he had 
not the appearance of one who was suffering in 
health by imprisonment. I spent an hour or two 
with him in conversation. ‘I was,’’ he said, ‘‘in 
the first two or three months of my imprisonment, 
treated barbaro , but now I am permitted to 
havea daily walk, and my present quarters, as 
you perceive, are such as a _ prisoner, 
charged with high freason, ought not to complain 
of.”” Acot, asmall pine table and two cane-bot- 
tomed chairs. The cot and chairs were hard, and 
of the plainest and cheapest kind; but the room was 
clean and well lighted. There wasnot much need 
of light, for the only book in the room was an old 
treatise upon military tactics—a subject which was 
not especiaily interesting to the prisoner at that 
time. and.in thatplace. Newspapers were forbidden 
him. My interview wasvery pleasant. Therehave 
been few men more gifted than Mr. Davis, and 
few whose opportunities for intellectual culture 
have been better improvec. I had not known him 
personaliy, but I knew what his standing was 
amoug tle able men of the country, and expected 
to mectin him an accomplished gentleman. To those 
who knew him well itis not necessary for me to 
gay that I was not disappointed» and that I was 
most favorably impressed by his manners and con- 
versation. I was his first visitor and he seemed to 
be pleased with my visit, and with the opportunity 
whieh it gave to him for a free talk, He was 
indisposed to say much about himself, and it was 
only by direct questions that I learned the facts in 
regard to the barbarous treatment to which he had 
referred. 

**] was,” he said, “when brought to the fortress, 
not only strictiy confined in a casement, which was 
little better than a dungeon, but I was heavily 
ironed, AsIhad been a submissive prisoner, and 
was in a_ strong fortress, I thought 
that chains were wumnuecessary, and that I 
ought not to be subjected to them. I 
resisted being shackled, but resistance was vain. I 
was thrown violently upon the floor and heavily 
fettercd. This was not all: the casement in which 


“ I was confined was kept constantly and brilliantly 


lighted, and I was never relieved of the presence of 
a couple of soldiers, My eyes were weak and sen- 
sitive, [suffered keenly from the light, and you can 


judge how my sufferings were aggravated by my — 


not being permitted for months to have one moment 
Sy myself.” I listened silentiy to this statement, 
given substantially in his own language, but I felt, 
ashe did, that fora time he had been. barbarously 
ireated, Chains were unnecessary, and the constant 
presence of the guards in the casement must have 
been, toa scusitive man, worse than.solitary con- 
finement, which is now regarded as being too inhu. 
man to be inflicted upon the greatest 
crimiuals, I happencd to know some of 
his. personal friends = in the west 
and he bad a great deal to talk about. without say- 
ing much about himself.. He seemed to: bo neither 
Gepreased in spirits nor soured in temper. He 
could uot help saying something about the war, 
but he said vothing in the way of justification or 
defense. He had the learning ofa brave and high- 
brad gentieman, who, knowing that he would haye 
been highly Lonored if the confederate states “had
